I've found that any 
discussion of the ailment is 
bound to bring out suggestions 
of home remedies. 

As with any change in.diet, 
check with. your doctor before 
trying any home remedies. This 
is especially important if you 
are' on medication either for. 
arthritis or for other health 
F problems, Some foods affect the 
way the body reacts to prescrip- 
tion drugs. 

One of the most popular 
home remedy for arthritis is 
apple cider vinegar. According 
to "Encyclopedia of Healing 
Juices," by John Heinerman, 
researchers have found that 
those using apple cider vinegar 
often get relief from arthritis 
pain. However, the researchers 
aren't quite sure how it works.

It is generally accepted that 
children, pregnant and nursing

* Weight control: Excess 
weight stresses the joints, so 
losing extra pounds can help 
some arthritics.

Some arthritis sufferers may be 
helped by a died containing less 
fat and more complex carbohy- 
drates and whole grains. A veg- 
etarian diet helps some arthri- 
tis sufferers. 

* Vitamin C and aspirin used 
together may reduce the 
growth of arthritis cells in some 


cases. Since Vitamin C is water , 


soluble, if you take in more vit- 
amin C than the body can use, 
it will just be released as waste. 
But check: with your doctor 
about how much aspirin is safe 
for you.

For those individuals 
interested in significantly cut- 
ting back on caffeine, decaf- 
feinated tea products, soft 
drinks and coffees can offer an 
alternative. 
When, choosing a decaffeinated 
tea, it is important to note the 
decaffeination process. Many 
manufacturers use chemicals 
to rinse away caffeine—but not 
Liptori.

major reduction in Polyester 


University of Florida News

Say polyester and most people conjure up 
images of flashy leisure suites and trendy dis- 
cos from the '70s. The truth is, polyester has 
other applications that are valuable in today's 
society, and research desigried to educate grad- 
uate.students in chemistry at the University of 
Florida could one day be used to make polyester 
at half the current cost. 

“People hear the world polyester and they 
think of the apparel; and they usually grimace,” 
said Ken Wagener, professor of chemistry and 
"lirector of the Center for Macromplecular Sci- 
ence and Engineering at UF. "People aren't 
aware of the many ways polyester is used in 
their everyday lives.” 

Scientists involved with the study say the 
findings could reveal a method for manufactur- 
ing polyester from two inexpensive gases: car- 
-bon monoxide and ethylene oxide. These two 
gases could translate to savings of more than 50 
Percent.in the cost of raw materials used to 
таке the popular polymer, Wagener said. . 

“If all goes right, the research findings could 
be used to replace the current polyester prod- 
uct, getting the same performance for a lower 
price,” Wagener said. “It is obvious to train stu- 
dents with a goal that has interest from indus- 
try" s Ears 

The polyester most commonly used today is 
referred t'as PET, or polyethylene terephtha- 
late, said Wagener, an expert in polymer chem- 
istry. Its most widespread uses include plastic 
soda bottles, fibers for apparel and belts in 
automobile tires. Polyester is an attractive 
alternative to other materials,because it's non- 
toxic and easily recyclable and has the potential 
to be used for a number of new products, includ- 
ing the body panels for cars, Wagener said. 

The lab has been successful in producing low- 
molecular-weight polyesters using carbon 
monoxide and ethylene oxide, but researchers 
still lack the catalyst — a substance that speeds

Boncella and Wagener recently submitted a 
research proposal to the Department of Ener- 
gy’s Partnerships in Academic and Industrial 
Research program in cooperation with Eastman

"They (Eastman) have been making polyest B 
forever," Wagener said. “And the best thing 
about this government sponsorship is that it 
focuses on education.” D 

David Kashdan, director of polymers research 
division at Eastman, said his company has had 
a long-standing interest in polyester technology 
and is interested in new developments in the 
field.

“Furthermore, the project will provide an 
opportunity for students to perform résearch in 
an industrial laboratory and become acquainted
